taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. See remarks, pages 1-2, received on 8/30/06. 

Re claim 14, the independent claim includes "at least one vibration absorber which is 
vibrated at least intermittently in order to dissipate vibrational energy taken into the electronics 
case is affixed to a wall of the electronics case; and the at least one vibration absorber has a 
resonance frequency, which differs from the resonant frequency of said electronics case by about 
10%" in combination with the remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by 
the prior art. See remarks, pages 1-2, received on 8/30/06. 
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Re claim 17, the independent claim includes "at least one vibration absorber which is 
vibrated at least intermittently in order to dissipate vibrational energy taken into the electronics 
case is affixed to a wall of the electronics case; and the at least one vibration absorber has a mass 
which is greater than 1% of a mass of said electronics case" in combination with the remaining 
claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. See remarks, pages 1-2, 
received on 8/30/06. 

Re claim 25, the independent claim includes " at least one vibration absorber being 
located within said electronics case" in combination with the remaining claim limitation is not 
taught and/or made obvious by the prior art.
